ing de sp e ra te chances crawling down 
ropes or over ladders or perish in the 
flames.

and fourth floors of the 
building by the Union P a p e r Box com­ 
pany . 
The fire started on the first 
floor in a hay . g rain and feed store of 
the .Tames Brown estate and followed 
the elevator shaff to the roof. 
The 
second floor was occupied by several 
small m a nufacturing concerns. 
The fire started a few m inutes aft­ 
er the g irls had returned from lunch. 
Joseph Bash and A. J. Seig el formed 
a ladder reaching to the third floor. 
Cling ing to the side of the block, they 
perm itted eig ht g irls to climb down 
over them to the second floor from 
whence they dropped into nets held 
by the police and firemen.

on the third and fourth floors, how ­ 
ever, jum ped several of th e m alig ht­ 
ing in the street.

J um p ­ 
ing from the fourth floor she alig hted 
fn a maze of telephone wires, bounded 
tip in the air and came dow n acain 
in the wires which she firmly g rasped.

London, Oct. 26.-—Progress all alonu 
their respective lines were made by 
both 
the 
Austro-German 
chain 
of 
armies invading Serbia from the north 
and 
northeast 
and 
the 
Bulgarian 
forces, closing in on the defenders of. 
the little kingdom from the west and 
south. 
The Serbian situation is conceded 
here to be increasingly perilous. 
The 
one ray of hope from the allies’ view­ 
point for an improvement of the posi­ 
tion of the enveloped main Serbian 
forces is offered by dispatches from 
Salónica, telling of favorable opera­ 
tions by the French expeditionary 
forces at two points, Hobova, eight 
miles south of Strumnitza, upon which 
city they drove back the Bulgarians 
two days ago. and Krivolak, on the 
Salonica-Nish railway, south of Kur- 
pili, the Serbian city in Bulgarian 
hands. 
If the French succeed in driving the 
Bulgarians 
northward 
Krupili 
and 
TTskub will be menaced by them. This 
can not be achieved, how’ever, it is 
admitted, by military observers here, 
by the present forces alone and al­ 
ready there are hints that the allies 
are about to send a far greater force 
to Salónica to reinforce those there 
now, with the additional object in 
view to satisfy Greece, whose govern­ 
ment made it clear that without at 
least 100,000 allied troops she could 
not engage in a war on Bulgaria. 
The most important of the successes 
reported by Berlin and Sofia, partly 
admitted by the Serbian war office, 
are a Teutonic advance on both sides 
of the Morava, south of Palanka and 
south of Petrovac, menacing the new 
Serbian capital and further headway 
by the 
Bulgarian 
center north of 
Pirot, due east of Nish, the intersec­ 
tion of the Oriental and the Salonica- 
Nish railway lines. 
Dispatches from Petrograd indicate 
that the Russian troops are more than 
holding their own on the entire front 
south of Dwinsk. while maintaining 
their positions in the vicinity of Riga, 
in the face of determined attacks by 
the Germans. 
Russian military authorities appar­ 
ently are minimizing the effect of the 
capture of Iiluxt by the Germans. 
A 
furious battle is in progress north and 
south of Dwinsk. but the city’s posi­ 
tion. according to the Petrograd ad­ 
vices, remains strong.

ALIENS ORDERED RELEASED 


Suprem e Court Decision Lim its Power 
to Exclude Im m igrants. 
Washington, Oct. 26.—Immigration 
officials were shorn by the supreme 
court of the United States of the pow'- j 
er of excluding aliens because, in their j 
opinion, commercial depression at the 
place of destination might cause the 
aliens to become public charges. Sev­ 
eral Russian immigrants destined to 
Portland, Ore.. were ordered released 
from custody, In which they were held 
for deportation. The decision reverses 
a policy of the immigration service. 
“The immigration law deals with ad­ 
mission to the United States and not 
to Portland.” said James Holmes. “It 
would be an amazing argument for 
immigration officials to refuse admis­ 
sion to the United States because the 
labor market in the United States was 
overburdened, and yet that would be 
more reasonable than refusal to ad­ 
mit because of reported conditions In 
one city.”
